THIE MORNING'S SESSION,

A large congregation assembled this morning at
10 o’clock, the proceedings belng opened with prayer
by Dr. W, F. Paddock and the rending of tihe fifth
selecyion of Pealms., This waa followed by the
reading of the first iesson and the 4th chaptier of the
Becon fstle of Timothy by Rev, Alfred M. Abel,
The cre was then recited by Rev, George W.
Shinn.

The litany was also read hy the same clergyman.
Rev. Dr. Howe, rector of St Luk Chuarch, then
announced three stangas of the fiftieth select Pealm,
which were sung by the choir, the congregation
stanaing.

Ante-communion service was next conducted by
Rev. Dr, Howe, connisting of the recitadon of the
Ten Commandments, prayer, and feading of the
First Epistle of St James and the sixteenth chapter
of the Gospel of 8t, Joln

The convention sermon was then delivered by
Rev Q. A. Warriner, of Montrose, Pa,, who chose
fer his text the 13th and 18th verses of the 1éth
chapter of Bt. John:—

“f have yet many things to say unto you, bat ye
cannot bear them now, Howbelt when hie, the Spirit
of Truth, is come, he will guide yon into all truth;
for he shall not speak of himself ; but whatsoever he
shall hear, that shall he speak : and he will ghow you
thinge to come.”

The speaker started out by saying that there is no
error into which we may fall greater than te sup-
roue that while yet imperfect, as we all are 1n this
ife, we have learned or can learn enough. The
faith in onr hearts, however pure and strong it may
be, 18 but the germ of an immortal manhood, lu-
ally developing and strengthening through the im-
pulees of an ever-living spirit, It is but the in-
ning of our re-formation lnto the likeness of the God-
man, and I8 bullt up by the higher perceptions
of truth, imparted by the Spirlt of Truth as we are
able to bear them. here 18 a vast difference he-
tween truth and the outward form in which it is
embodled, while we may truly say that ‘Holy Sorip.
ture contalneth all things necessary to salvation.”
1t belng the expresgion of all esssntial doctrine, it
is yet true that all the elements of heavenly life
within us, and which we call faith, are the Inspira-
tion of the Bpirit.

There ean be no endaring faith, no vital plety, no
Church that 18 not pregressive in character, and yet
we almost bjush to use the nawme, 8o wickedly has it
becn abused, Every scheme of flotitions improve-
ment, every fresh outbreak of fanatic zeal, every
dreamy specolation, every frantic effort to destroy
Christianity, every apear thrust at Christ or the
Cross, every effort to avold the restraints of the
Gospel and secure a larger indulgence, every rath.
less asfanlt uapon the aacred menuments
and traditiong of the past, has been falsely styled

rogresgive. Nevertheless, progress 18 essential to
ife In ali things ; and even as faith 13 dead without
good works, 80 18 the Church ¢old and gpiritiess in
which truths pew to ur wre not being germinated
from the words of Holy Writ; in which old
truths, already partly developed, are not belng ma-
tured fnw fuller ltrenwtn and beauty, and which 1s
not being taught the “things to come.”

There 18 nothing more fatal to the religlon of
Christ than making it & mere tridition, the Chuarch
& mere mopument erected over the grave of a deud
Saviour, and the Gospel but an epliaph lascribed
thereon. All history 18 dead, except ln 80 faras it
reveals a living presence, and Christ, too, 18 dead In
vain, unless I apirit 1s a llving presence in the
Church, stimulating progress and teaching us
“things to come,”

The speaker then divided his argument into the
roﬂowln%pcinta:—l. The Importance of a receptive-
ness on the part of all, of the lnfluences of the Spirie,
or in other words, & judgment unbiassed by pre-
judice, whereby we are all able to bear truthe, minds
open to conviction and anunated with asplrations
for the things to come. 2. A growing eatholicity 1s
an absolute requisite of progress; for since Christ
died for all men it 18 plain that the impulses of the
Spirit must be in the direction of universal redemp-
tion, and that every element in the Church that
savors of excluslveness, narrowoess, or in
tolerance, {8 hostile te the reception and the
dissemination of the truth as it isin Christ. 8,
There can be no progress without freedom, for every
noble impulse ingpired In the human soul begets
hatred of tyranny. 4, and finally, the lmpulses of
the Spirit are militant. As Christ came upon earth
“not to gend peace, but a aword,” it 18 lmpossible
that His Spirit should Inspire the Chureh without
bringing confict. Clristianity can aecept of no
cum(promlse. and will give the world no peace antul
the Church 18 victorions over every form of error.
Truth and falsehood must grapple until the Spirit of
Truth is trinmphant,

Any fmpartial observer of the present aspect of
civilized soclety cannot fall to reallze that the
Church Is now passing through the greatest orisis of
her history—a orisis in which 18 involved noe party
{geue and no question of doctrine nor of disciplineg,
but of the very existence of Christianity itaelf,
Riging from the great upheavals of political, soclal,
and rellglous agitations in the Old World, crossing
the Ausnttcl and dashing over the ronk-bonnd shores

of New England, a great wave of sceptic! . 18 roll-
ing westward over the earth.
his has not resulted from there having been too

little of the Spirit of Truth in the world, for men
are thirsting for kpowledge; but it 1s the resolt of &
lack of upity, of freedom, and of real Protestantism
among Christians themselves
